hoods for the lodging of the men as­ 
sem bled for entrainm ent, but the rules 
contain a provision by whidi the men 
may spend their last flight in their 
homes with their fam ilies by m aking 
application to the boards.

canned owing to the fact that the 
tomato crop in this section i- not 
producing enough to afford the oi>- 
irration of the tomato department. It 
is expected that within a week, how­ 
ever, that the to m a to es will he com­ 
ing in bv the wagon load- which vvnl 
necessitate tin* operation of the de­ 
partment in full blast. 
The preparing of the hominy for 
the market goes through -everal pro­ 
cesses before being packed for "hip­ 
ping. It is first thoroughly cleansed 
h\ machinery after which if i- then 
cooked in large iron vats hy steam. 
From tin* cooker it. passes through a 
large machine known as a tiller. 
I he 
filler runs tlie hominy into tin* can-. 


filling several cans each minute. The 
cans after being filled run along a 
revolving table where several women 
are employed to put the caps on and 
then they are run through a soldering 
machine and properly sealed. After 
being filled the cans are placed in 
large -team vats after which they are 
removed to the shipping room. 
After arriving at the shipping room 
the cans are properly labeled with 
the Rider Packing Company 
stamp 
and are then placed in crates ready 
for shipment. 
The packing company 
have their own box making depart­ 
ment and several men are employed 
making eases for the can-. The cans 
are absolutely sanitary a- no sealing 
i wax or other material i- used in -eal- 
ing the cans. 
One of the important things neces­ 
sary in canning the products is to 
get the exact weight as the out put i- 
in-pected hy a government man and 
providing any cans leave the factory 
underweight the company i- liable to 
considerable expense in having the 
matter adjusted.

Apples should he picked 
by hand and handled as carefully as 
eggs, and deposited in bins, boxes or 
barrels in the cellar without bruising. 


Pears — Pick most varieties when 
mature, hut do not let them mature 
in the cellar.
